immediately.” “That would certainly seem 
to indicate that, No time is'to be wasted in 
beginning operations. It should be borne 
in mind that Whampoa is the natural port 
of Canton less than a century ago, Wham- 
pon was a thriving seaport, and it was not 
until the British, driven out of Canton, 
established themselves in Hongkong thai 
Whampoa. declined, until to-day it is simply 
a name with as mich significance as Athens 
or Bagdad. But oncé Whampoa is can- 
nected by railway with Canton there is no 
estimating the results likely to flaw from 
such an alliance.

As chronicled in another column ‘the 
students dressed in a sort of uniform with 
inscriptions on the ribbons of their’ straw 
hats are parading the streets of Canton, wav. 
ing banners and displaying ‘pictures of the 
misery wrought by the use .of opium. © Chi- 
nese youths dressed up to represent Indians 
are made the butt of ridicule and contempt, 


while the cleanly, healthy appearance of 


those who abjure opium is portrayed in 
glowing colours.’ But these . demonstrations 
are not merely denunciatory, for the students 
declare it to be their intention to open hos- 
pitals or rather houses of refuge where 
victims of the drug are to be treated and 
weaned fom their failing, So great is the 
enthusiasm that the students can’ hardly be 
persuaded tovattend to their studies ; thay 
prefer to wander at large exhorting the pes 
ple like a lot of Celestial Covenanters. 
Naturally those who see in the opium habit 
the curse of .China are jubilant that the 
natives should apparently of their own 
initiative endeavour’ to check the evil, 


but times must indeed. be |. changing 
when we sce the ‘efforts of | these 
young reformers not merely attracting 


attention-but gaining praise from thé"better 
class of:the population. Five representative 
shops of Chinese merchants, we are told, 
presented the enthusiasts with «five or 
six banners as” tokens. of ‘their support 
and no, doubt others followed their: ex- 
ample.
